Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "... groups of 
light sources respectively covering the plurality of divided ranges are aligned in a direction perpendicular to the direction of forming the 
light pattern ... etc.") are clearly taught in prior art reference, Cote et al. (USPN 6,244,728), (e.g., columns 12-13, lines 15-55; "... LEDs 
125 are oriented generally perpendicular to the base circuit board ... etc."). 

Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re
